The additiona] 300 wartime houses to 
be constructed in Edmonton this year for 
veterans, complete with basements and 

, other permanent fixtures, will probably 
rent from $32 to $40 per month, it is 
announced. The temporary wartime 
houses, without basements and full-length 
chimneys, rent from $22 to $30 per month. 

No one, particularly a serviceman who 
deserves every possible comfort, should 
be asked to take his family into a primitive 
and uncompleted structure. At the same 
time, the rent of the completed houses, 
running from $32 to $40 per month, is 
much too high. 

It is calculated that the cost of accom- 
modation should never exceed 20 percent 
of the individual’s income. These rentals, 
then, can only upset the entire household 
economy of most of those who wil] have 
to live in them. 

It is true that something can be done 
to reduce the cost of these houses and 
therefore their rental rate through an 
organized national effort to direct man- 
power into the production of building 
materials. 

But the only sure and effective way in 
which a proper relationship may be estab- 
lished between these building costs and the 
ability of the tenant to pay is by drawing 
upon the national credit by using interest- 
free money from The Bank of anata. 

It is certain that private enterprise can 
never solve the desperate housing problem 
in Canada. Only prompt action on the part 
of Ottawa in laying open Canada’s national 
credit to the relief of the shortage can 
effect a permanent solution, 


The Other Side 


Most of those Canadian troops who 
rioted in Aldershot are said to be on their 
way home. And with the exception of 
injured feelings among the shopkeepers of 
the English town, the incident may be said 
to be closed since Canada will pay the 
damages. 

There is one last word, however, which 
requires to be said in view of the fact that 
everyone from generals to journalists has 
taken a turn in abusing the action of these 
impatient men as senseless and cowardly. 

No one denies that it is a senseless and 
frantic act to wantonly destroy property 
merely because one’s wishes are thwarted. 
It is the act of a spoiled child. 

But surely the wild blackguarding 
these men have been given is somewhat 
too drastic for behavior that has a sound 
psychological explanation. 

It should be remembered that these 
soldiers had gone through desperate ex- 

riences on the European fronts. They 

ad acquired a psychological momentum 
of violence which it was difficult to check, 
particularly while cooling their heels wait- 
ing for delayed ships and delayed pay and 
eating reduced rations. 

Everyone is aware that red tape and 
brass hatry do hold up prompt action in 
the matter of transportation and pay in 
every army. Everyone is aware, too, that 
there is a marked disinclination to be 
frank and candid with the ranks as to 
the cause of these delays 

No one can try to excuse these men for 
their unwarranted destruction of private 
property. But everyone can try to under- 
stand them. 

A particular effort should be made by 
that general at Canadian Military Head- 
quarters in London who rushed an abject 
apology to the Aldershot shopkeepers and 
designated the rioters as “cowards” while 
studiously refraining from the comple- 
mentary explanation that the brass hats 
might have been somewhat to blame too.

Trade-Building Plans 


Canada is negotiating, or has negoti- 
ated, new and large scale trade agreements 
with Great Britain and with the United 
States. Prime Minister King gave out the 
news at San Francisco, and said the an- 
nouncements can be expected soon 

This is rather a fulfilment of general 
expectations than a cause for surprise. The 
conditions which dictated trade policies 
during the war years are passing. The re- 
quirements of peace now have to be fore- 
cast and arrangements made to meet them. 
The sooner this readjustment of policies 
and agreements can be started, the easier 
will be the general change-over from war- 
time occupations, in Canada and elsewhere. 

It can be predicted that the purpose of 
these new agreements will be to increase 
trade between the Dominion and the other 
two countries, That will have to be the 
trend of all such negotiations if the world 
of tomorrow is to be a world of genuine 
peace and not one of cut-throat national- 
istic aims and policies. 

Canadians generally will welcome the 
prospect that Canada is to be one of the 
first countries to make a definite move in 
the direction of freer and larger exchanges 
of products between nations. From the 
self-interest point of view, that will be 
good business. From the larger considera- 
tion of world-interest, it is worth while 
that the Dominion should be a party to 
agreements which may give a lead and set 
the pace for the general recasting of trade 
pacts. ¥ 


There Isn’t Enough 


Cuba has produced less sugar in the 
season just ended than it did last year, 29 
per cent less. Wherefore civilians in the 
United States are to get ten thousand tons 
less sugar than they would otherwise ~ 
during the next three months. Nothing has 
been said about a further scaling down of 
the ration in Canada, though Canada’s al- 
lotment was cut a few days ago by 180,- 
000,000 pounds. These facts emphasize the 
point that a sugar shortage exists in real- 
ity, that it was not brought about by man- 
ipulation but by insufficient production, 
and that if Canadians are wise they will 
use their allowances sparingly. No one is 
required to eat all the sugar he is allowed 
to buy as fast as he gets it. To gradually 
Save a few pounds out of the allowances, 
limited as these are, is entirely legal and 


such a home reserve might come in very ~ 


handy next winter. 

So far as known Canadians will not 
have to forego their special canning allow- 
ance or be content with smaller rations for 
current use during the summer. But it is 
doubtful that the control] officials would 
care to promise allowances on the present 
scale when winter comes.

No more urgent problem faces 
business and government today than 
that of housing. V-E Day has been 
the catalyst that has emerged the 
pent-up housing needs of depres- 
sion years, the wartime population 
shifts and wartime incomes into a 
highly explosive demand for hous- 
ing at once. 

To help meet the demand, Ottawa 
has centralized its housing authori- 
ties, extended financial aid, can- 
celled a few taxes on building ma- 
terials, launched peacetime build- 
ing by Veterans’ Land Act and War- 
time Housing. 

But, say important government 
groups, this is not enough to break 
the bottleneck. Failing mass build- 
ing by private enterprise, Ottawa 
must greatly expand its direct 
homebuilding program, must above 
all provide low-rental housing in 
| Quantity to meet the needs of a 
frowing transient population. Yet 
since Ottawa's own existing build- 
ing projects are kept to snail's 
pace by the shortage of men and 
materials, it is questionable whether 
further intervention would do much 
to speed things up. Key problem 
is manpower, becoming more diffi-

| Leon Trotsky was wrong many 
jtimes. But he saw things clearly 
in 1932 when he called for union of 
the Communists and Social Demo- 
crats in Germany to block Hitler's 
path to power.

What Aids Do Municipal and 
Provincial Governments Offer? 


In the main, Canadian municipalie 
lies lack authority under their proe 
vincia! charters to participate effece 
tively in low-cost and low-rent house 
ing pr ojects envisaged in the new 
National Housing Act, 1944 They 
can't offer the money or Jand 
grants, tax concessions, etc, without 
which private enterprise apparente 
ly is unable to proceed with large- 
scale housing projects except at 
the high rentals and prices com- 
mensurate with today's building 
costs. 

Two immediate moves are afoot to 
attack this bottleneck; 1. Finance
